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DREYFUS TRIAL. 


AN ENGLISH JOURNALIST ON THE 
WITNESS STAND. 


M. Gobert, an Expert of the Bank of 
France, the First Who Declared 
in Faver of Dreyfus. 


Rennes, Aug. 27.— The court martial | 


of Dreyfus opened at 6.30 Friday | 


morning without any extraordinary in- | 


cident.

Paty de Clam, but Jouaust refused. | 

Mr. Rowland Strong, an English | 
newspaper man, was then called to the} 
witness bur and deposed to the fact 
that Esterhazy confessed to him that | 
he wrote the famous borderean. 

The next witness was M. Gobert, an! 
expert of the Bank of France, who can | 
claim the honor of being the first man! 
in France to have declared in favor of 
Dreyfus. He reported, on exaimning 
the documents in the case, that Ester- 
hazy, and not Dreyfus, wrore the bor- 
dereau. The witness opened ):is deposi- 
tion with a brief personal statement, 
protesting against being characterized 
as ‘‘a doubtful expert by the military 
party, ‘‘but, he added, in tones of pro- 
found pity and turning to Dreyfus, ‘‘I 
have no right to complain and am sil- 
ent when I see before me the unfortun- 
ate man who sits there. A murmur of 
approval from the audience greeted 
these words of sympathy. M. Gobert 
then repeated the evidence he had giv- 
“en before the court of cassation. 

M. Bertillon, the noted authropomet- 
er was called as the next wizness. He 
wore a dark blue frock coat and to the 
general surprise of the audience,, en- 
tered the court room without a single 
paper, carrying his high hat in his 
hand instead. But this astonishinent 
was short Jived, the first words of Ber- 
tillon being a request to permit his 
diagrams and papers being brought in. 
The request was granted, later he re- 
turned at the head of a squad composed 
of an infantry sergeant and four priv- 
ates, all stagering under the weight cf 
immense leather satchels, bulging with 
documents and charts, which they ce- 
posited on the stage as a roar of laugh- 
ter echoed through the court. Even the 
judges were unable to suppress a smile. 
Bertillon commenced his deposition at 
8.30 a.m., it occupied the whole 
rion aud will perhaps occupy 
whole of tomorrow’s session. 

The clearest uiterance of Bertillon 
during nis demonstration was that the 
handwriting of the bordereau ‘‘obeys a 
geometrical rhythm, of which 1 dis- 
covered the equation in t*e prisoners 
blotting pad.

12,000 People.

sident McKinley addressed 12,000 per- 


sous inthe Anuditovium Friday aftec- 
noon. He was introduced by Bishop 
Fitzzerald who said: ‘‘There is no 
conflict between the Stars and Stripes 
and ‘‘the flag of the cross, and that 
they float side by side for humanity, 
liberty and truth. The president said: 
‘*Love of country is not inconsistent 
with religious faith. I believe that 
there is more love for our couniry and 
that more people love the flag than ever 
before. Wherever that flag is raised it 
stands, not for despotism and oppres- 
sion, but for liberty, opportunity and 
humanity, and what that flag has done 
for us we want 1t todo for all people 
and all lands which by fortunes of war 
have come within its jurisdiction. 
That flag does not mean one thiug in 
the United States and another in Porto 
Rico and the Philippines. There has 
been doubt in some quarters respecting 
the nolicy of the government in the 
Philippines. I see no harm in stating 
it in this presence: Peace first, then 
with charity forall, the establishing 
of a government of Jaw and order, pro- 
tecting ‘1fe and propcrty and an occup- 
ation for the well-being of the people 
who will pzrticipate in it under the 
Stars and Stripes. 

When the president finished the big 
building shook ‘with the intensity of 
the applause. When the’ tumult 
stopped, the president said: ‘‘I have 
said more than I intended. 


Droaght in Ontario.

Ottawa, Aug. 25.—The bank state- 
ment for the month of July has been 
issued by the department of finance 
and makes avery favorable showing 
compared with the same month last 
year. ‘he notes in circulation amount 
to $10,270,000 compared with $36,- 
553,000; deposits by the public pay 
able on demand, $93,086,000 against 
$81,886,000 last year; deposits pay- 
able after notice $168,00U,u00 com- 
pared with $147,000,0UC in 1848; Do- 
minion notes in circulation $17,393, - 
000 against $16,023,000; balauces due 
from other banks in Uanada in daily 
exchanges $21,672,000 against $19, 327,- 
000 in 1898; balances due from the 
United Kingdom %31,279.000, showing 
the increased dealings with the mother 
country; current loans $247,747,000, 
an increase over 1898 of $27,000,000. 
A very significant item is the fact that 
the amount in July of last year to $3,- 
140,000, is reduced to $2,160,00. The 
greatest amount of notes in circulation 
at any time during the month was $41,- 
125,000 compared with $37,700,009 in 
1898. The department on the whole 
regard the statement as extremely sat- 
isfactory and as indicating # prosperous 
condition of things througbout the Do- 
miuion.

CAPT. KENDALL, JR., DEAD. 


He Was Drowned by Falling From the 
Steamer Clipper. 


Rac Portage, Aug. 25.—Another was 
added to the already song list of drown- 
ings in the Like of the Woods today 
and one of the brightest aud most pop- 
ular young men in Rat Portage was 
the victim. Captain Frank Kendall, 
Jr., lost his life in tue Big Traverse a 
few minutes before noon by falling 
from the steamer Clipner which was 
on its way from War Road, Minn., to 
Rat Portage. From oue of the boat 
bands the following particulars of the 
accident were gathered: Young Ken- 
dall left the wheel in charge of another 
man when the steamer was fifteen 
miles off Long Point, aud went afi as 
was his custom to inquire about din- 
ver. No one knows how the accident 
happened, but one of the men heard a 
splash and immediately afterwards saw 
Kendall struggling in the water astern. 
There was quite a heavy sea on at tne 
time and it is supposed the young man 
tripped overboard on a hine of a barge 
which the steamer was towing. ‘The 
barge was at once cut loose and the 
Clipper put off a boat to t:y and rescue 
the drowning man, wbo was soon far 
astern and calling loudly for help. But 
before the steamer could get turned he 
sank to his death. 


Mamie Booker Takes Paris Green. 


London, Ont., Aug. 25.—Minunie 
Booker, aged 22 years, took Paris 
green under odd circumstances at 7.30 
a. m. yesterday, and died at her 
father’s home shortly after midnight. 

.Miss Booker and her mother were to 
have gone to Buffalo yesterday. The 
trip had been planned several days 
ahead, and the tickets bought. The 
young lady said ouce or twice that she 
did not caretogo. Her parents re- 
gared her objections as a mere whim 
aud urged that she shoulc go. They were 
discussing the trip yesterday morning 
when Mamie moistened her fingers, 
put tuem in a dish of Paris green and 
touched them to her tongue saying half 
laughingly, ‘‘There now, I'll be sick 
and won’t have to go to Buffalo.’’ In 
about half an hour she showed symp- 
toms of sickness, but she insisted that 
she was not very sick, and the family 
‘thinking she bad only taken a little 
of the poison and believed she would 
be well soon deferred calling a doctor. 
At about ten o’clock in the evening 
Dr. English was called and adminis- 
tered stimulants, but it was too late to 
do any good, and the young wuman 
died at 12.25. 

Miss Booker was a bright, popular 
young woman in good health and ber 
parents are positive that she did not 
contemplate suicide. Her father is 
Joseph Booker employed on the Grand 
Trunk as car checker.

Gibraltar, Auz. 25.—The Manches- 
ter regiment, numbering 1,000 men, 
has sailed for Capetown. 

Southampton, Eng., Aug. 25.—The 
British steamer Arundel Castle sailed 
from this port yesterday with thirty 
officers and 770 men of various regi- 
ments bound for Cape Town. 

Cape Town, Aug. 25.—The Delagoa 
Bay incident, coupled with the recent 
transit of a large amount of ammunti- 
tion, bas directed the attention of the 
British officials to the immense accum- 
ulation of munitions of waran the 
South African republics, especially in 
the Transvaal. Tne Uitlanders being 
debarred from carrying arms, the 
supply of weapons, as shown in the 
Lorenzo Marquez (Delagoa Bay) re- 
turns for three years is greatly in ex- 
cess of the burglars’ requirements, and 
consequently, there isu growing feel- 
ing among the British community in 
South Africa that no settlement of the 
existing crisis will ensure a lasting 
peace unless 1t includes a provision for 
the reduction of armaments. 

Johaunesburg, Aug. 25.—At a »cet- 
ipg here of 200 Germans, a committee 
was appointed to express to the govern- 
ment the willingness of Germans to 
volunteer for service in the case of war, 
but reqaested that they be enrolled in 
& separate corps on account of the hard- 
ships endured by Germans in the Mag- 
ato campaign. 

Durban, Natal, Aug. 25.—The men 
belonging to the British first’ class re- 
serve residing here, bave been ordered 
to hold themselves in readiness to re- 
join their regiments.

Captain Baliat was the only gen- 
darme wounded. Al1l the dead were 
colored soldiers. This morning pay- 
ment was resume under a heavy guard.

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Gerard Girard is regarded by people 
who don’t know him as a freak and by 
those who do know bim as a person to be 
avoided after dark. Girard ix not bis 
name, but it is so much like bis mame 
that those who care to do so may identify 
the gentleman and establish to their own 
satisfaction whether or net he is justitied 
in his extraordinary beliefs. One man in 
this town, a bon vivant of the clubland 
cult, felt himself attracted to Girard be- 
cause be found out that Girard believed 
things no man dared credit if he valued 
his own peace of mind and, moreover, 
that he was ready to demonstrate the 
correctness of his theories to any one 
sufficiently interested.

He stroked her hair, and the tired eyes 
opened.

sort he nsed to be. Last night I asked 
the bon sivant to tell me the story he had 
told to one of his friends ‘about having 
epent the evening wich Mr, Girard. The 
friend repeated the story. and those to 
whom he told it said that the bon vivant 
bad wheels. ‘ 

“Look here.” he said, “what do sou 
want with this story? If you propose to 
make one of your feeble jokelets out of it. 
you will merely write ourself down an 
ass. If yon will print the bare truth as | 
tell it. both you and [ may be accused of 
junacy by a coterie of lunatics. But what 
Joes that matter? As for Girard. the is 
totaliy indifferent to public opinion cen- 
cerning either himself or his beliefs. Now 
sere are the facts: ; 

“To am SS years old, in.sound health 
physically and mentally. My father and 
mother both died when | was a child. 1 
bad no brothers or sisters. I have never 
experienced anything which could possi- 
bly be characterized as a great crief. 1 
aave been known from my boyhood as an 
i@jividual of imperturbatle temperament. 
I have never loved a woiestn well enoug? 
to marry. I have no shattered ideais. 
There is mighty little superstitioa in my 
nature. My friends say [I am cold blood- 
ed and cynical. They are wrong. | am 
merely analytic. So far so good. Now 
for the rest of it. 

“You remember the snowstorm last 
Saturday? Girard asked me to spend the 
afternoon and evening with him. He's a 
most interesting fellow—has a magnio- 
cent collection of old books and mannu- 
scripts. I always was taken with that 
surt of thing. I reaclied the house at 2 
p. m., and we lunched at 2:30. I had 
Iuncbed there a dozen times before. Mrs. 
Girard’s place was always set at the 
bead of the table, and Girzrd told me his 
Wife was there. He conversed with her 
in my presence, made comments to her 
on remarks of mine, laughed heartily at 
comments she made in return and repeat- 
ed them to me. I never could see any- 
thing. but it occurred to me from the 
irst that if Girard was merely acting he 
was the most consummate actor I had 
ever seen on or off the stage.

“Margaret was Mrs. Girard. Of course 
I was not afraid of her. and I told him so 
A moment later he was gone. The house 
Was quite empty. The servants were all 
out. The coachman has apartments over 
the stable. The clocks ticked more loud- 
ly every momegt after Girard had left.

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A CONVICTION. 


By zeterring to another column, our 
readers will notice that a ennviction has 
this week beem secured against four of 
our farmers for neglecting to destroy 
poxious weeds found on their lands. 
While Tue Times deeply regrets having 
to report such a gase, both on account of 
our sympathy for those unfortunate 
enough to be troubled with noxious 
seeds, and because oyy district should 
be among the first in which a conviction 
has been secured under the Noxious 
Weeds Ordirancs ; still we feel it our 
duty to give the Department of Agri- 
culture our support for th: manner in 
which they are looking after this growing 
nuisance. And we believe if the Depart- 
ment took even more drastic steps, they 
should be supported by every farmer who 
has the interests of the district at heart. 
Too many look upon tbe Ordinance as a 
hardship, and perhaps it may be a hard- 
ship, —t> delinquents. Any law is a 
hardshi; to those whom it operates 
nagaip-t. But the Noxious Weeds Or. 
dinance is not one-tenth the hardship to 
those who are liavie under it, as are their 
weeds to their neighbors around them, 
who are endeavoring to keep their lands 
clean. In this connection we could men- 
tion one farmer who has kept a_ hired 
man and a four horse team at workon a 
piece of summerfallow the greater part 
wf the season, and in all probability his 
field will be sown with seeds this winter 
blown fron adjacent farms. This is what 
we would call a real hardsbip. 

In placing the Noxious Weeds Ordin- 
ance on the statute books, our Legisla- 
ture had the interest of the farmer at 
heart, and by it they have provided him 
with the machinery whereby ho may | 
check, is not eradicate, the pest. The} 
Department goes to the expense of em- 
ploying a noxious weeds’ inspector and 
whoever he may be, it is only by giving | 
biw « hearty support that the settler will | 
get the benefit of the outlay. The object | 
of the lew is not to embarrass the farmer | 
but to protect him, and full provision is— 
made for the destruction of noxious | 
weeds on the public highways, vacant | 
Jands, unoccupied lands, C.P.R. lands | 
and all other Jands, but some difficulty ; 
has been expericnee in applying the law 
to some of these cases. In regard to the | 
resident farmer it has been the policy of | 
the department to deal as leniently as | 
possible, and no attempt has been made | 
to trouble any who make an effort to | 
cope with the evil. This is as it should | 
be. It is not altogether the farmers | 
fault that we have the weeds. Iv the | 
first place he did not know their danger- | 
ous character, and in the second place | 
the seed was sent to him, ip some cases, | 
with the seed grain supplied by the Do- 
minion Governmeut. The resident farm- | 
er should be encouraged rather than com- 
pelled, and it would be only justice on the 
part of the Dominion Government if it | 
would assist in encouraging him At any | 
rate we have the weeds, and it’s a case of |

Every settle- 
ment should have a civilian fire guardian 
appointed, and the names of settlers will- 
ing to act should be sent to the local 
members with a request for their appoint- 
ment, who will no doubt take the neces- 
sary action.

It will also pay 
any settler to bring the proper machinery 
along, as the difference in price is great, 
but they must be adapted for this coun- 
try, especially plows. In one of my 
former letters I remarked that the farm 
ers here are more liberal than our 
farmers. Last year a farmer here bought 
a horsepower threshing outfit for $750, 
but found it better to put his horses in 
the plow than to run athreshing machine 
with them, sothis year I sold him a 
$1600 outfit. In his barnyard I found 
tive binders, five seed drills, about eight 
plows and several cultivators. This man 
expects 30,000 bushels of grain this year. 
I took a drive out from Moose Jaw to 
see that part of the country, as 1 always 
thought Moose Jaw was kept up by _rail- 
way men, as about $16,000 are paid out 
there monthly to railway men in wages, 
but I was surprised to see the enormous 
wheat fields of hundreds of acres. They 
never before had such large crops as this 
season.

The Toronto Globe is daily publishing 
at the head of its editorial columns 
special despatches from various points in 
the Dominion telling of commercial de- 
velopments which are being locally ex- 
perienced. These despatches are given 
special prominence both in position and 
in the heavy black-faced type in which 
they are set, but they are not one atom 
more prominent than their importance 
deserves, for they form chapters in the 
history of an almost incredible develop- 
ment such as has never been known in 
Canada before. 

Take, for example, the report from 
Montreal, which, summarized, is about 
as follows :—“Manufacturing booming as 
it has not done for years, wages in nearly 
all directions higher, demand for skilled 
labor increasing, factories enlarging their 
capacity, operations hampered for lack 
of men, supply and demand both grow- 
ing rapidly, general confidence in the 
permancy of the improvement.” This is 
a fair sample, and coming from the com- 
mercial metropolis, may be accepted as 
representative of them all. It is indeed 
the growing time. 


THE HARVEST. 


Gratifying indeed are the reports of 
the harvest outlook not only from the 
west but from all parts of the Dominion. 
The interest taken down east on the 
peers of the western harvest is scarce- 

less than that felton the spot. The 

aily bulletins of the weather are anxious- 
ly scanned, the slightest suggestion of 
frost causes a general uneasiness, and if 
the final returns show that the crops 
have been safely harvested, ti:e rejoicing 
here is only second to that of those who 
are most personally concerned. The de- 
mand for labor to help gather in the har- 
vest gives an added interest to the situa- 
tion, and the manner in which that 
annual cai] has been responded to this 
year is significant of the manner in which 
elder Canada is looking towards the great 
west and its marvellous future. In one 
day alone this week over 5,000 harvesters 
are reported to have passed through To- 
ronto in response tothe call for help, 
and while a large number of these will 
doubtless return east, very many will 
permanently settle in the prairie district, 
and it is a well recognized fact that each 
year’s harvesting excursions leads to the 
permanent settling of hundreds of new 
families in the western provinces. 


POULTRY FOR BRITAIN. 


The experimental consignments of 
poultry to the British market which were 
made last year through the efforts of the 
Department of Agriculture have proved 
so successful that there is every indica- 
tion of a substantial development this 
season. British dealers are realizing the 
possibilities of Canada as a source of 
supplies, and one of the leading Error 
men of Great Britain, Alderman Ruddin, 
of Liverpool, is now here arranging for 
large shipments of turkeys and chickens 

the Old Country. The Department of 

griculture is also in correspondence 
with a large importer in Manchester who 
contemplates a personal visit to the Do- 
mninien with the same object in view. 
Ever ready to take advantage of any op- 
rtupity to develop and improve the 
adian producers chances in distant 
markets, the Department is msking ar- 
rangements to establish two fattening 
stations in each of the eastern provinces 
for the purpose of dewonstrating how 
the fattening of chickens may be carried 
on most economically and profitably. 


DAIRY PRODUCE ALSO. 


The officers of the Experimental Farm 
are upusually busy just now in various 
of the ‘ears in forwarding the 
interests of our iculturalists. Pro- 
fessor Robertson will be in the Maritime

| Manila, Aug. 19, via Hong Kong, 
| Aug. 238. —The Filipino rebels appear 

to retain a much more fighting spirit 
| than might be expected after recent ex- 
| periences at San Fervandivo’ and Gen. 
Lawtcu’s drubbing in the soutu. Af- 
ter giving up San Fernandino with a 
| feeble straggle, they entrenched tLem-

Running before the roar- 
ing flames went men, women and 
children, ca:ryiug what they could 
snatch from the flames, racing for their 
lives. The crash of buildings torn as- 
under by dyhamite and the crackle of 
the flames as they consumed the dry 
buildings, hastened their flight and the 
pali of smoke added a terror to the 
spectacle.

THE GENESSEE WON. 


The Beaver Was Passing the American

JAPAN'S NEW LAW. 
All Sects, Pagan or Christian, Are Undcr 
Control of the Local Governors, 

Chicago, Aug. 22.—A_ special to the 
Times-Herald from Seattle says: Ja- 
pan’s new law regulating faiths and 
beliefs has gone into effect and much 
comment has arisen in consequence. A 
copy of the regulations has beer re- 
ceived at the Japanese consulate here. 
According to it, all sects, Pagan or 
Christian, are placed under the abso- 
lute control of the local governors. 
Without his permission ev:n a church 
cannot be built or weetings held. The 
regulations go so far as to demand de- 
tailed information regarding the pastor. 
Before commencing their religious 
work, propogators of the faith must go 
before the governor with full details. 
The scheme of faith must be fally ex- 
plained, church finances accounted for, 
and the personal and religious history 
of the applicant, preacher and members 
octlined in writing. The order further 
decrees that all who desire to establish 
or build a temple. cunturch, preaching 
or lecture house for religious purposes, 
must apply for permission, furnishing 
the following particulars: ‘‘Why is 
such a building necessary; the date 
when the building will be completed: 
the name of the building; where it is 
located and all necessary informution 
relating to the sita and structure and 
also the plan of the edifice, the name of 
its religion, the method of maipten- 
ance, where there isa church witha 
preacher, his qualifications and the 
method of his election. If the building 
is not completed within the term 
stated the permit will be null and 
void.’’ 


Canada at Paris. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 22.—W. W_ Scott, 
one of the commissioners for Canada 
at the Paris exposition, returned to the 
city on Saturday from Vancouver, 
where he has been for the past fortnight 
getting the exhibit of Pritish Columbia 
into shape. Mr. Scott says that the 
display from that p.ovince will be a 
magnificent one. The first car load of 
minerals has already been shipped and 
contains some splendid specimens. The 
whole exhibit, which will be composed 
principally of minerals, timber and 
fish, will probably be ready in the 
course of the next month. 

Asked as to the Manitoba exhibit he 
said that the provincial government 
was at present working upon it ani 
that when completed it would be one 
of the finest displays of agricultural 
products ever seen. The Outurio gov- 
ernment has in charge the wineral ex- 
hibit from northwestern Ontario and 
the whole Canadian exhibit will pro- 
bably be shipped to France about the 
first of November. Mr. Scott is at the 
Clarendon.

WALL PAPER. 


How and Where It Was First Made 
and Used. 


While various kinds of printed fabrics 
were known to the people of most remote 
antiquity. it was not till the eighteeuth 
century that wall paper in anything like 
its present form came into common use 
in Europe, though it appears to have 
been used much earlier in China. A few 
rare exumiples, which may be as early as 
the sixteenth century, exist in Eugiand, 
but these are imitations. generally in 
“tlock.” of the old Florentine aud Geno- 
ese cut velvets, and hence the style of the 
design in nu way shows the date of the 
wall paper, the same traditional patterns 
being reproduced with litde cr no chauge 
for many years. It was not till the end 
of the last century that the machiuery to 
make pauper in long strips was invented. 
Up to that time wall papers were printed 
on small square pieces of handmade pa- 
per and were very expensive. On this 
uccount wall paper was slow in = super- 
seding the older tnural decorations, such 
ux tapestry, stamped leather aud paper 
cloth. 

A work printed in London in 1744 
shows some light on the use of wall pa- 
pers at that time: “The method of print- 
ing wall papers of the better soit is prob- 
ably the same now that it has ever been. 
Wooden blocks with the design cut in re- 
lief. one fer each color, are applied by 
hand. after being dipped in an elastic 
cloth sieve charged with wet tempera 
plement. great care being taken to lay 
exch block exactly on the right place, so 
tauat the various colors may ‘register’ or 
fit together, In erder te suit the produc- 
tions of the pauper mills these biocks are 
inches wide and in 
France IS inches wide. The tJength of 
the block is limited to what the workinan 
can easily lift with ene hand—2 feet be- 
ing abeut the dimit. as the blocks are nee- 
essarily thick and in many cases made 
heavier by being inlaid with copper. es- 
thia outlines. which, if made 
of wood, would not stand the wear and 
tear of printing.

color). or metallic powder, is then sprin- 
kled by hand ali ever the paper, It ad- 
heres only to the wet size und is easily 
shaken eff the ground or unsized part. If 
the pattern is required to stand out in 
some relief, the process is repeated sev- 
eral times and the whole paper then roll- 
ed to compress the flock. Cheaper sorts 
ef paper are printed bs machinery. the 
design being cat om the surface of wood- 
en rollers under which the paper passes. 
The chief drawback to this process is 
that all the colors are applied rapidly one 
after the other without allowing each to 
dry separately. as is done in hand print- 
ing. A somewhat blurred appearance is 
usually the result.°—Paper Trade.

on their lands, on information laid by 
Robert Green, inspector of noxious 
weeds. Mr. Hugh Robson, of Regina, 
Deputy Attorney General, prosecuted on 
behalf of the inspector. Mr. Kilgour 
was absent bu: Mr. Hopkins appeared 
on his behalf, and Mr. Webb was also 
absent, but his trial was also proceeded 
with. Mr. Lougheed was unable to at- 
tend on account of sickness, but was re- 
presented by Mr. Spence. Messrs. Mar- 
tin Burns, Wm. Kilgour and A. Lougheed 
pleaded guilty, with mitigating circum 
stances. They were all found guilty and 
fined 85.00 each and costs. The full 
penalty for this offence is 8100 and costs, 
or one month in default of distress. On 
account of being the first cases, the De- 
puty Attorney General did not press for 
a heavy penalty, as it was the policy of 
the Department to help the farmerrather 
than to embarrass him. But those 
farmers who work hard to keep their 
land clean must be protected, and it is 
the intention of the Department to look 
after all cases of wilful neglect by en- 
forcing the provisions of the Ordinance, 
gradually but stringently.
